County will reflect a general drive 
which will be carried out the same 
way all over the United S ta tes the 
day having been set apart by Presi­ 
dent Wilson, 
and 
Robert Cassatt, 
general chairman for Eastern Penn­ 
sylvania, has followed out the re­ 
quest of the Executive. 
President Wilson’s Proclamation is 
aw 
follow*: 
“I earnestly appeal to 
every man, woman and child to pledge 
th orn—tees on or before the 28th of 
June to save constantly and to buy a-* 
regularly as possible, the securities 
of the government and to do this as 
far as possible through 
membership 
in war savings fwcietie*. The 28th of 
June ends the period of enlistment 
in the great volunteer army of pro­ 
duction and saving here at home. May 
there be none unenlirted.” 
Robert 
C assatt's 
proclamation 
reads: “ Pursuit to the above procla­ 
mation of the President of the U nit­ 
ed States, the person receiving this 
card is hereby notified to attend a 
m etring at the most convenient school 
house in his home school district on 
Friday, June 28, promptly at eight 
p. rn. 
Read the papers for full par­

which every loyal person is expected 
to attend.”

Fulton County has now sold over 
$6 .OO worth of stam ps .per capita, Ad­ 
am s County is close on the heels of 
Dauphin which has sold at the rate 
of $2.86; and is far ahead of Franklin 
County with sales of only $2.10 per 
capita. York County is near the $1.00 
mark, her sales averaging $3.06 for 
each inhabitant.

WOULD ENLARGE 
INDIAN SCHOOL 


By Adding Two Years to Course, 
Carlisle would Get Men from 
Other Places. 


Students of 
the 
C ir bile 
Indian 
School are awaiting the decision of 
the Government whether the course of 
study will be lengthened by two years 
or will rema n as a t present, 
lf the 
two years are aided it will mean that 
ail students 
graduating 
from 
this 
school will be eligible to entrance 
into the best American colleges and 
universities without further prepara­ 
tion in intermediary schools. 
The proposed plan to lengthen the 
course at the Indian School is be­ 
ing closely watched by the sporting 
fans, it being general.y thought that 
another two years 
would 
greatly 
improve the school’s athletic strength. 
These extra two years w >uld be the 
means of keeping many athletes at 
the school, who have only played un 
the varsity teams during 
the 
last 
>ear of the high school course and 
may be eligible to play for one, two 
or more years according to inter-col­ 
legiate rules, which say that a man 
can play only four years on a 
var­ 
sity team. 
Another advantage of the proposed 
plan is the possible transferring of 
the students from the other Govern­ 
ment Indian Schools after they have 
finished their course there and have 
them complete 
the college prepara­ 
tory course at the 
Carlisle 
school. 
Thus would not only increase the size 
of the school but would be the means 
of bringing all the star athletes of 
the other schools to Carlisle after 
they had finished their regular course 
and were transferred to Carlisle for 
the preparatory course. 


The Susquehanna Trail Association 
governors 
who 
visited 
Gettysburg 
Thursday found a general feeling of 
apathy here regarding this town be­ 
ing placed on their route. * At York 
they were entertained by the Motor 
Club and generally given evidences 
of the hospitality of the people. 
Dis­ 
patches telling of their visit to the 
neighboring city say that it will be 
the southern terminus of the road, but 
declare that the route from Harris- ] 
burg there has not been fully deter­ 
mined. 
Some bad stretches of road were en­ 
countered in their tours and an im­ 
pression that was not entirely favor­ 
able was the result. 
In explaining the lack of enthusi­ 
asm which greeted the trail-blazers 
here it was said that Gettysburg had 
comparatively little to gain in the se­ 
lection of this place as a point on the 
route. 
Tourists coming 
from 
the 
northern part of the state would in 
all probability leave the Susquehanna 
Trail at H arrisburg an i come here 
direct, and, if they did g> to York, 
would doubtless make a side trip here, 
it was urged. 
Others claimed that the placing of 
G ettysburg on a through route from 
the Great Lakes to W ashington was 
a proposition of doubtful value. 
The 
great volume of heavy traffic over the 
Lincoln Highway has done much dam­ 
age to that road, it was pointed out, 
while the returns to the communities 
have been of varying degree, and 
some seem to think the balance is not 
altogether to the benefit of the towns. . 
The tourist business is highly desir­ 
able, they claim, while the overland 
transportation traffic is not altogether 
so. 
It was strongly intimated that the 
Susquehanna Trail Assoc rati on would 
make either York or Gettysburg the 
southern term inus, the place chosen 
being the one that would offer the 
strongest inducement. G ettysburg did 
not see any particular reason why it 
should give any support to the propo­ 
sition and the visitors on Thursday 
accordingly 
did not get much en­ 
couragement here.

BRITISH BOAT IS

Under Shellfire by Hostile Sub­ 
marine.

was attacked off the Virginia Coast 
by a German submarine last evening.

“Keemun”. 
The first S. O. 
S. call 
W'as received at seven o’clock stating 
that she had 
been shelled by a sub­ 
marine. The second message was re­

at nine o’clock, 
saying “we 
are sinking.’' 
The “Keemun” is listed as a steel 
twin screw steam er of 9000 tons. 
It 
was built at Belfast in 1902, and has 
two decks. The ship is of British re­ 
gistry.

only one- 
qu arter wheat flour substitutes. 
The 
substitutes normally used 
are corn 
flour or meal, rice Hour, oatmeal, bar­ 
ley flour, an i similar products, all of 
which are universally used as human 
foods. 
AU are of approxim ately the 
same chemical composition 
so far as 
concerns the percentages of protein, 
carbohydrates, mineral salts, fats, etc. 
The cereals 
used in 
Victory bread 
differ from wheat flour only in that 
the proteins arc not of such a char­ 
acter as to form gluten when made 
into a dough. 
“ It is the gluten which gives spongi­ 
ness to the wheat loaf. 
The gluten 
may be considered the skeleton or 
fram ew ork of the loaf. 
“ Feeding experiments on both man 
an i animals show th a t all these sub­ 
stitute cereals are fully as nutritious 
as wheat flour, and that a large num­ 
ber of them are even more nutritious 
than wheat flour. 
There is no truth 
whatever in the statem ent th a t any 
of these cereals is in any way injuri-

The recent Lansing-Ishii agreement 
settled every possibility of difference 
between this country and Japan, a s­ 
sured the “ open door” in China, and

| against Germany. 
Our relations with 
Japan 
were 
j never better. The two countries were 
never more united in a common in­ 
terest. 
The stories of Japan's secret 
antagonism that are being circulated 
in all parts of the country are pro- 
German slanders designed to divide 
us from our eastern allies.
